W. Leman 
and Frank H. Culver of Chicago and 
Edgar H. F arrar of New Orleans, Mon­ 
day secured 
a tem porary injunction 
which 
will if 
made perm anent 
re­ 
strain the voting at the Illinois Cen­ 
tral meeting on W ednesday of 280,731 
shares of stock of the Illinois Central 
Railroad company, which would other­ 
wise be voted In the Interests of E. 
H. Harriman. 
The 
writ Is 
directed against 
tho 
Fnlon Pacific Railroad company, the 
Railroad Securities company of New 
Jersey and the Mutual Life Insurance 
company 
of New York, 
which com­ 
bined hold the above shares of stock. 
Mr. Fish, accompanied by his attor­ 
neys, entered the courtroom of Judge 
Ball of the superior court at 2 o’clock 
but it was not until two hours after 
that tim e that they were able to se- 
cure the attention of the court and 
ask for the issuance of the injunction. 
The petition was filed by ex-Senator 
George F. Edmunds of Vermont. John 
A. Kasson of Iowa, Stuyvesant Fish of 
Now York and William H. Kmrleh of 
Chicago as stockholders of the Illinois 
Central Railroad company against that 
corporation, its directors 
and stock­ 
holders, 
the Union Pacific 
Railroad 
company, the Railroad Securities com­ 
pany, the Mutual Life Insurance com­ 
pany and a large num ber of Individ­ 
uals in whose nam es it Is claimed the 
Union Pacific Railroad company has 
placed all of tho stock which it holds 
in tile Illinois Central and in whose

Wescott, vice president of the S tand­ 
ard Oil Company of Kentucky, test!- I 
fled Monday in the hearing of the fed­ 
eral suit against the oil combine, that , 
In several of the Southern states the 
Standard had found It expedient to I 
sell much of Its products through com ­ 
panias which the public believed to he 
independent. 
The practice of selling 
through so-called independent compa­ 
nies which were owned by the com­ 
bine was discontinued two years ago, 
according to Mr. Wescott. 
Mr. Kellogg, counsel for the govern­ 
ment, 
drew from 
the witness 
that 
the Standard 
Oil Company 
of K en­ 
tucky, which acts as selling agent of 
oil in Kentucky, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, 
Tennessee and 
Alabama, 
had purchased numerous small Inde­ 
pendent selling companies and through 
many of them 
sold oil to 
the con­ 
sumer. 
Some of the plants of these 
independents were dismantled and the 
business taken over by the Standard. 
Mr. Wescott threw a side light on a 
business departm ent of the Standard 
concerning which the federal counsel 
has been seeking information since 
the 
beginning 
of the 
Inquiry. 
Mr. 
Wescott testified that each month the 
main office of the Standard Oil Com­ 
pany of Kentucky at Covington sent 
to 
him not only 
the reports 
of the 
business operations of the Standard, j 
but the statem ents concerning freight 
shipments and sale of oil bv all com ­ 
petitors. 
These statements, according 
to Mr. Wescott, gave Hie names of the 
consignor, the consignee, the am ount 
of 
oil shipped and 
any information 
that might he available. 
Mr. W escott 
said that after examining these sta te ­ 
ments ho filed them with the statisti­ 
cal departm ent In the Standard’s of­ 
fice 
in tile city. 
The 
statistical de­ 
partment, Mr. VVestoott said, was in 
charge of VV.

A representative of T h e D i s p a t c h 
was present at the tie preserving plant 
when the first train load of treated ties 
was hauled from the retort at 5:20 M on-' 
day afternoon. 
The opening of the 
plant was attended with no formality, 
only one or two spectators being pres­ 
ent to witness the starting. 
The retorts in which the ties are 
treated, to twhich the rest of the plant 
is auxilliary, are immense cylinders of 
boiler steel, about eight feet in diam et­ 
er and over 130 feet long. 
They rest 
horizontally on cement foundations, one 
end being closed while the other is fit­ 
ted with an immense circular door held 
in place by a large number of two- 
inch bolts carrying heavy nuts, 
by 
which the door is hermetically sealed. 
I he ties are loaded on cars each cap­ 
able of carrying fifty ties. 
These cars 
are of steel and iron and are fitted with 
racks so shaped that the outlines of the 
load closely follow the shape of the re­ 
tort. 
rile capacity of each re to rt is 
sixteen cars, or 800 ties to the retort 
and two retorts are used, m aking 1,600 
ties treated at one time. 
The process consists in forcing a 
liquid creosote into the pores of the ties, 
which should be well seasoned, under a 
heavy pressure, after which the creo- 
sota is drawn off into tanks below the 
retorts and a vacuum created, which 
draws the surplus creosote from the 
ties. 
They are then hauled from the 
retort and the work repeated with 
another bath. 
The 
actual 
time or 
treatm en t is about four hours. 
The cars, which are narrow gauge, 
are hauled, or pushed, as may be nec­ 
essary by an 
electric motor having a 
draw bar power of fifty tons and cap­ 
able of easily handling 16 cars with 
their load of 800 ties. 
The current is 
j supplied by a volt dynamo geared direct 
to a 50 horse power engine, and making 
300 revolutions per minute. 
The ties when they enter the retort 
are clean looking and sw eet smelling, 
but when they emerge, they are black 
as an old hat and the odor, faugh! 
The entire place smells as if all the 


I women in Christendom had stored their 
furs there and liberally supplied them 
with moth balls. 
In addition to, or rather auxilliary 
to, 
the retorts, 
are the big steam 
pumps which force the liquid into the 
I ties under heavy pressure, and the im­ 
mense air pumps for use in creating a 


I vacuum. 
There is 
also 
an immense 
storage tank outside, and two smaller 
[ones which stand on their ends over 
the center or the retorts. 
The creo­ 
sote, a fte r being drawn into the tanks 
below the retorts, is again pumped in­ 
to the upper tanks to be used again. 
While everything 
at the plant is j 
working as well as could be expected, 
there are the vexations and troubles! 
always found, to be overcome. 
It will 
be running smoothly in a few days, 1 
it is thought, however. 
The tie preserving departm ent of the 
Northern Pacific is under the supervis­ 
ion of Thomas Gibson, formerly divis- j 
ion superintendent at Missoula, while 
the local plant is under the charge of 
Lowry Smith, foimerly with the C o-j 
lumbia Creosoting Co., the owners of 
the patents covering the process, and 
builders of the plant. 
There is also an 
I electrician and engineeer and a time 
keeper employed at the plant, besides 
the large number of men required to 
! unload, peel, handle and reload the ties. 
The institution is one th a t will mean 
no small thing for the upbuilding of 
I Brainerd and its starting is of much 
i more significance than m any think.
